tle is at hand. 
While admittedly 
both the French 
and 
British 
Armies 
have suffered 
rather severe casualties as they stood 
valiantly to 
their task of 
impeding 
the Germans and making them pay an j 
unheard-of price 
for every foot 
of 
ground gained, 
their reserves 
have 
been conserved with the utmost c a re ' 
.►ehind the lines for the fateful time J 
when the withering fire of the Allied 
guns and machine 
guns should have 
zo blighted the German hordes as to I 
bring more 
equality in strength 
to 
the fighting forces. 
And 
all 
along 
the 
British 
and 
French commanders have not left out-j 
side their 
calculations that staunch j 
band of Americans—exceeding 
100,- 
000 men—who are fully trained and 
equipped and anxious to lend their 
aid in the task of defeating the Ger­ 
mans. 
Daily 
the German losses in 
men 
killed or wounded continue to aug­ 
ment as details are obtained from the 
Germans 
made prisoner. 
Some 
di­ 
visions lost as high 
as seventy per 
cent of their effective as they charg­ 
ed in mass 
formation against 
the 
British and French machine gunners 
and 
riflemen. 
Companies 
withdrew 
from the fighting with their combative 
strength reduced to 40 men. 
The latest accounts of the fighting 
from the various 
w ar 
chancellories 
show no important new change in the 
battlefront. 
Only minor 
operations 
took place on that portion of the front 
south of A rras 
held by the British, 
and little aside from 
artillery duels 
occurred betw*een the French and the, 
Germans on the lower end of the line, j 
The fighting between the big guns 
was particularly heavy between Mont- 
ciidier and 
Noyon, where the 
battle 
Lues bend eastward and which is a 
danger spot of 
great importance to 
the Germans, the breaking through of 
which, by the French, would necessi­ 
tate a rapid withdrawal 
of the Ger­ 
mans eastw ard from the Amiens sec­ 
tor. 
Although the Germans 
have been 
bombarding British positions in Bel­ 
gium, particularly a t Passechendaele. 
and along the Goeberg Ridge, north­ 
east of Ypres, there is no indication as 
yet that 
an infantry attack is con­ 
templated. 
In addition to a continu­ 
ation of their bombardment of Paris 
with a lojng range gun, the Germans 
again have endeavored to drop bombs 
on the French capital from airplanes.

WOUNDED BRITON HIDES TWO MONTHS 
BEHIND HUN LINES, THEN ESCAPES 


Thigh Shattered, He Takes Refuge in Shell Hole and Enemy Believes 
Him Dead— He Crawls Across Trench and No Man’s Land 
to English Position-M any Stories of Brave Deeds 
'■ 
on Battle Front in France.

W hat is regarded uh one of the most 
astounding stories of tit** war is told 
by Private J. Taylor, of tin? london 
regiment, who has received a distin­ 
guished conduct medal. Private Tay­ 
lor’s own story, as told in the Loudon 
Express, is as follows: 
1 “It was during one of the attacks on 
p a rt of the Illndenhurg line on June 
16 last year,” he said. 
“We had gone 
over the top two companies together, 
following up a successful attack made 
In the same direction on the previous 
day. 
This time we were met by a 
terrific enemy fire, and our fellows 
were dropping like ninepins. 
I was a 
stretcher hearer, ami I was trying to 
patch tip one of our men who was 
down, when I was knocked out myself 
by 
the bullet which fractured 
my 
thigh. 
Behind Enemy's Trench. 
“After that I remembered nothing 
for nome hours. 
It may have been a 
day or It may have been two when I 
recovered consciousness, with a parch­ 
ing thirst and a great sense of weari­ 
ness and pain. 
“I discovered afterw ard 
that we 
must have passed beyond our objec­ 
tive, and we were therefore behind the 
enemy’s trench and support trench at 
this point. 
His front trench had been 
taken on the previous day, and these 
he now occupied were not backed tip 
by others, but had open country be­ 
hind them. I did not know at the time, 
however, that I was behind the en­ 
emy’s line at all. I managed to crawl 
into a large shell hole near at hand, 
and lay there another day and night. 
"Then a comrade, a man named Pe­ 
ters. Joined me. 
Hi* also had been 
wounded, but could move mer** freely. 
Ile had found shelter In another hole 
u ssr by. 
“ We could tell the position of our 
own 
trenches 
fairly 
accurately 
by 
watching the fire of the trench ruor- 
tara, which seemed about a thousand 
yards away. 
I was in too much pain 
and too weak to move. 
We lay to­ 
gether all day iu the hole expecting 
every minute almost to be hit. and ut 
night Peters crept out and foraged 
among the dead for scraps of bully 
beef and ‘Iron rations' and wuter from 
their bottles. After a few days, merci­ 
fully It began to rain, and by spread­ 
ing our caps uud a sheet we collected 
drops of muddy w ater, which Just kept 
us alive. 
Lived In Hiding for Five Weeks. 
"This sort of existence lasted for 
about five weeks. 
Then one night 
Peters went out and did not return, I 
have learned since that he wus taken 
prisoner. 
“ It was the following night that the 
Germans, evidently rendered suspicious 
by the rapture of Peters, came out— 
three of them —to the hole where I 
was lying. 
I lay perfectly still. 
One 
of them lifted my leg. luckily not the 
one that was broken, or I should prob­ 
ably have cried out. 
They seemed 
satisfied and went away. 
“ I was now left without help in get­ 
ting food or drink. 
Luring the next 
fortnight I eked out the small remains 
of bully beef; then for two days I had 
nothing. 
It was then, feeling that 
nothing worse could hap[H>n to me 
that I resolved to crawl' toward our 
own lines. 
“ It was an inky Mack night when I 
started. 
I had gone some distance 
when unexpectedly I came on the Ger­ 
man trench. 
I could have put out my 
hand 
and 
touched 
the 
men. 
The 
trench, a deep, narrow one. u h s light­ 
ly held, and It would have been im­ 
possible for me with my broken leg to 
have climbed out of it again, even had 
I not been seen and seized. 
I man­ 
aged to crawl a little distance along 
to a quiet point, and then, summoning 
up all the strength I could, flung my­ 
self across. 
The Boches neither saw 
cor heard. 
Reaches British Advance Position. 
“The next thing I knew I was In 
their 
wire, 
aud 
how 
I 
scrambled 
through I do not know. 
I p a s a mass 
of cuts and blood and rags when it 
w as over. 
I crawled on across No 
H an's Land, and presently was against 
more wire. 
It did not occur to me at 
the time that it was British wire, and 
I was dead beat. 
Just then a Very 
light shot up beside me, and In its 
flash I saw an unmistakable British 
face the other side of the wire. 
I 
shouted 'Don’t shoot; I’m a T om m y!’ 
A sergeant called out to know who I 
w as; then three of them lifted me 
over the wire. 
“I must have been a 
sight; no 
clothes, starved almost to the hone, 
bearded, filthy; but the men were 
amazed to see me at nil. 
They were 
an advanced machine gun post, and 
bad 
been 
watching 
me 
crawling 
toward them, ready to pick me off at 
the right moment. 
“They told nu* It was a bank holi­ 
day I should remember, and from that 
I learnt that It was August. 
I had lost 
all count of the days.’’ 
Private Taylor Is a single man, about 
twenty-five, and before the war worked 
In a factory In London. He was seven 
times rejected for tile army owing to

Production of Pearls- 
The fisheries of Lower California 
have experienced the prosperity ann 
decline churueteristic of every peurl 
fishery known. 
During the first years 
after the Spanish conquest these w a­ 
ters yielded un Immense revenue to the 
crown of spain, in 1715, 1,280 ounces 
of peurls were shipped to Spain, and 
many of the pearls that today grace 
the Spanish crown came from these 
waters. According to a correspondent, 
systematic planting somewhat similar 
to that done in the Chesapeake bay 
with the edible variety of oyster Is to­ 
day being conducted on a large scale in 
the Gulf of California, the oyster m a­ 
turing In from four to six yearn.
